THE ENGLISH ON THE 
CONTINENT, 





The following extract from Mr. Hilltierd’s 
“Six Months im Italy,” gives «lively idea of 
the English and the power of England 
The English in Italy, as on the continent 
generally, are not Mked; but, on the other 
hand, they are never cespined. They carry 
about with them the impress of quaitves which 
extort respect, not unmingled with fear. Too 
proud to stoop, and too cold to sympathize, 
they are too honest to fatter and too brave to dis. 
sembie. Truth, courage, and justice - those lien 
virtees that stand arouod che throne of national 
greatuess— shape their blant manners and their 
downright speech. Every conscientious Ce 
thelic must needs respect the Gdelity whieh 
Englishmen show to the religious institutions 
of their country ; the regularity with whieh they 
attend public worship inthe chapels of their 
faith, and thetr earef! abstinence from ordinary 
amusements and occupations on Sundays. This 
uncompromising hold upon their own interpre- 
tation of right is sometimes pushed to an ox- 
treme, and offen turns an unamisble aspect 
toward others; but without it there is nei- 
ther national grea’ness nor individual worth. 
The English are proud of their own country, 
aod for that, surely, so one can blame them. 
They are proud of its history, of its literature, 
of its Constitution ; and especially of the rank 
it hold, and the power it wields at the pre- 
sent time. To this nations! pride they have a 
fair right. A new sense of the greatness of 
England i@ gethered from travelling on the 
continent, for, let an Englishmen go where he 
will, the might and majesty of bis country seem 
t be hanging over him Wie an anseen shield. 
Let but s hand of violence be fsid upon an 
English object, and the greet British Lion, 
which Hes couchant in Downing Street, begins 
to utter menacing growls, aud shake his invin- 
cible locks. An English man-of war seems to 
be always within one day's sail of everywhere. 
Let polit cal agitation break out in any pert on 
the globe, if there be even a roll of English 
broadcloth, or « pound of English tea to be en- 
daugered thereby, within forty-cight hours an 
Englich steamer or frigate is pretty eure to 
drop anchor in the harbor, with an air that 
seems to say, “Here I am, does anybody 
Wasnt aoything of me ?”’ 
Eveores™ venevs Americas Scuneny 
Dr. Bailly, of the National Era, comes to the 
conclusion that the praise so lavishly uttered 
about ibe picturesqueness and beanty of Euro 
pean scenery is all bumbeag.

We are not tntending to treat of the supe- 
rion uy of one Kind of fowl over another, a we 
have never been affected with the fever for 
Chinese poultry, or for any of the large roocet 
ere that cannot fly high enough to roost out of 
the way of skanks and dogs and two-legged de- 
predators 

It is said to be « fine trait in poultry to be 
unable w rise op the wing high enough to 
mount 2 common stone wall to enter « garden. 
Yet this inabifity unfits them to guard them- 
selves in the nighttime against prowling thic ves. 
Otr large rats will destroy unprotected young 
chickens when they can meet them off of the 
roost 

When the ben is with her young brood she 
proteets them most effectually, provided she 
hes freedom ea ugh to ream through the vards 
Dogs, cats, rate, and shanks must look out for 
her bil! and wings and toes, in case of a longing 
for her young brood 

It is interesting to note the power of instinet 
in this eles: of animated nature. The ben lays 
her docen of eggs in the most sale place that 
she can fad for her young brood. She avoids 
boles and iow places, where they might be ex- 
posed to reptiles and creeping things —and she 
is cantions of very high lofts, whence she might 
not be able to descend and lead her family 
forth to seek their living.
